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The seasonally adjusted number of employed persons in NSW was 

2 791 GOO in October 1995, a rise of 0.1% on the previous month and 
of 4.2% since October 1994. Nationally, there was a fall of 0.4% in 
employment from September to October 1995. 


The seasonally adjusted number of unemployed persons in NSW was 
230 900 in October 1995, a rise of 0.5% on the previous month. The 
seasonally adjusted unemployment rate in October 1995 was 7.6% in 
NSW and 8.7% nationally. 


The seasonally adjusted number of new dwelling units approved in NSW 
in September 1995 was 3 624, an increase of 0.5% on the previous 
month. 


The value of housing finance commitments for owner occupation in 
NSW in September 1995 fell by 4.5% from the previous month and was 
5.5% lower than in September 1994. The value of personal and. 
commercial finance commitments made in NSW in September 1995 
declined by 11.5% and rose by 6.4% respectively from August 1995. 


Private new capital expenditure in NSW increased by 27.3% in the June 
quarter compared to the previous quarter. Expenditure on new 
equipment, plant and machinery rose 34.3%, while expenditure on new 
buildings and other structures rose by 3.6%.

In a 
number of cases, figures appearing in this summary are preliminary and 
are subject to revision in subsequent issues.
